John Knatehbull, wa* convicted of wtlfui 
murder, at the gaol delivery of the Supreme 
Court, befit* ills Honor Mr, Justice Burton. 
The learned Judge, in pursuance of the 
statute S and 7 Will. IV ., c, 30, a. J imme- 
diately pronounced sentence of death upon 
(hp prisoner, in the same manner a* after 
convictions for other capital onences. After 
the close of the teailons of gaol delivery, 
namely, on the 2B(b January, a petition waa 
pieientpd to lb* Judge, on beholf of the pri- 
soner, praying that counsel might be heard 
before all the Judges, for tha purnoie of argu- 
ing that th* sentence waa illegal, inasmuch 
as It waa milled to ripress, lhat the body of 
tha prisoner »bould be ditiected and anato- 
miipd ; and if lhat was not necessary, (hat It 
omitted to eiprasa, thai Ihe hoi 
saner should be burled within 
of (hp miian. 

rlisHonoi having submitted this petition 
lo the con aiderut ion of hi. brethren, we, have 
fully conaidered the propriety of yielding Is 
iheprayar, and ire of uptnion that It ought 
nol to be granted. 

If the question as lo the proper mariner of 
pronouncing eeiiteuce in this colony, in caaea 
of murder wpre now, for the first lime to be 
miioled, the Court would have Teed My acceded 
to the request to beta it argued by counsel ;

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THE! ABORIGINES. 
( From tit Sixth Report of Ike AboriyMi 
ProlKtiomeJoehlg.) 
Aosfaaiia.— In Australia, the relations 
between lh* eolonlaia and ihe Aborigines, 
present nothing new in character. The 
natives, thou(rh dwindling in nuiubrr, are 
regarded and fell as ouuiaance lo the setllprs, 
whose property and even Elves are in danger 
from them, Aggression has been followed by 
retaliation ; which has justly incurred lh* 
ccntur* uf the orHoara of tha Government, 
when they have been applied to for military 
ataistauca ogalnst the liativea. The present 
state of things is unquestionably not cpaiiy to 
b* remedied j nerprthelesi it ip Pvideut thai 
the only right path is that which justice and 
humanity point out.

Van Disinn's Lsan.— Van Diemtn's Land 
fits hitherto been reported si a British colony 
from which Its Aboriginal population hod 
bcpnswppt off; a remnant being transported 
to Flirtder'i Island, where an almosl uupreoe- 
denied rale of mortality baa pre vailed. Within 
a few months, seven natives have been drawn 
cot of a place at concealment and security In 
Van Clemen's Lind, where tbey must have 
regarded themsplvee as Ihe Rttiquuu Chrit- 
ficaeriBi immitit SrUamni, and have been 
conveyed, untried, perhaps without accuaalion, 
tc Flinder's Island; which, until aome con- 
vulaiou of nature ehell hav* recalled it to tht 
depths of the oe**n, must remain to bs tba 
mausoleum of the Teaman ian r ace, 

Asia,— Vein CotntnilUt haa bean iparad 
from entering into th* subject of numinous 
important occurrences which have deeply 
kneeled lb* native population of Alia and 
Ihe Christian and moral pharactpr ol our 
own ooUolry. Th* existence of other Asso- 
ciations, hating especial relation to that 
quarter of tbe globe, has liberated your Coin, 
mittap from any service connected With il ; 
and which, had it been nthpewisp, must have 
been equally iMinful and unavailing. 

laiAXOB or tub Pacific. — In tha Island* 
of tbe Paciriej th* condition at lh* Aboriginei 
has been variously affected. Ai to number*, 
there appears to hav* been a rapid decreaae, 
in all : but in some, and more pspectalty in 
ilip groups of thr Fripndly and Uandwiab 
Islands, Christianity and oivlliaalinn appear 
to bave taken root ao effectually, that It may 
he hoped Ihe causes ol ex termination are, to 
a considerable degree counteracted. The 
most remarkable and important events affect- 
ing thcB* island*, during tha peal year, has 
been, that France, copying blngland in the 
desir*:ogr*spfop*igu possessions, haeuipnaqad 
the in dependence of the Sandwich Islands, 
til* Friendly Islands, and thp Marqucsoa. Of 
ih* last, nosaeasion has actually bean pffheted. 
Of Tahiti the French hav* obtained posses- 
sion by stiealy ; of th* nature of which, when 
British usurpstlon* ate remembered, it Is dif- 
ficult for us to speak, further than to say 
that wa protest against belli. This deeply 
interesting subject, with others of immediate 
importance, now occupies tb* spoclal atten- 
tion of Ihe Committee. 

Naw Zr.si.stui.— This colony in some res- 
pects pr*s«tsts a distinct end peculiar Interept. 
Hera, a concern in many instances expressed 
on behalf of tbo Aborigine* ha* fotmed n re- 
cognised and opwrative principle in lb* sys- 
tem adopted by th* Colooiiing Company. In 
lb* natives Ihempttves tbprp likewise exist! 
peculiarities, which distinguish the coloniza- 
tion ot New Zealand from that of any other 
part ol the glob*, fn respect of intelligence 
and cultivation Iliey suepas* most of those 
whom the civilised world have contemptuously 
termed sapflor.
